For New Pool 
For Children

A harbor area-wide drive to 
raise funds to construct a 
therapetutic pool at the Har- 
lan Shoemaker School for 
Handicapped Children in San 
Pedro is scheduled to begin 
April 15. it was teamed here 
yesterday.

Charles Soderstrom. head of 
the Harbor Area Therapy 
Unit for Handicapped Chil­ 
dren. Inc.. said volunteers will 
attempt to raise $65.000 for 
the pool during a month-long 
campaign.

GEORGE V1CO, former 
major league baseball player 
and currently a Torrance resi­ 
dent and executive with Dom- 
inguez Estates Co.. will head 
the Torrance section of the 
drive, Soderstrom said.

The pool will be built at the 
school located at 424 S. Wey- 
mouth in the port city 
for about 250 children with 
physical Impairments who live 
throughout the harbor district

SPECIALISTS »t the school 
have stated that the pool 
would greatly benefit a large 
number of the handicapped 
children, Soderstrom said.

After Installation, the pool 
would be operated and main­ 
tained by the Los Angeles City 
School system.
